One of the many results flowing out of the Great War was the develop- 
ment of a narrow nationalism which found expression in many ways and has 
had a profound effect upon not only national policies but in forms and 
methods of government Out of the Great War grew an economic warfare 
more intense than in the years that preceded that titanic struggle. That 
economic war led to the use of tariffs, quotas, and other trade restrictions on 
a scale hitherto unknown. All nations engaged in, it, some reluctantly, but 
because they were forced into it by the actions of other nations. 

As this economic warfare progressed it inevitably led to still another 

a The value of the currency of one nation rose or fell 
in relation to the value of the currencies of other nations, and as it rose or 
fell it directly affected the trade of the nations as well as the whole financial 
structure of all, and the ability of one group of people to meet its obligations 
to another group.

From this it was but a short step to a third form of warfare now being 
waged,—-a war of currencies. Some nations,_most of them,—-abandoned the 
gold standard, but a few still adhere to it. Then began the struggle of the 
currencies. Abandoning the gold standard was a measure of inflation, The 
next step was the rradual reduction of the value of national

Is Very Cosmopolitan

Smallest Nation In Balkans Uses) 


Gold Of Other Nations 


The tiny kingdom of Albania, small- 
est in the Balkans, is the only coun- 
try in that region which still pays its 
officials in gold, and where one may 
obtain gold in exchange for paper. 

A general gasp of incredulity was 
noticeable in Sofia the other day, 
when the Albanian Bishop Vissarion, 
representing his nation at the inter- 
national conference for the union of 
International Friendship through the 
churches, calmly pulled a fat purse 
from under his cassock and paid his 
hotel and other expenses in hard yel- 
low coin. 

His Grace explained that Albania, 
having no national currency of its 
own, is obliged to pay its officials on 
the basis of the gold franc. But since 
that pre-war phenomenon is rare to- 
day, English sovereigns, Turkish pias- 
tres, Italian lire, and even United 
States $5 and $10 gold pieces are em- 
ployed in addition to the old “Napo-| 
leons” or ‘‘Louis.” | 

Until the United States went oft | 
the gold standard, its paper dollar) 
used to be regarded as the most solid 
currency circulating in the Balkans,: 
and was employed to replace gold as} 
a medium of exchange. Since its} 
drop, however, the Albanians and 
others have gone back to the precious 
metal itself. | 

In all other Balkan countries the | 
governments have confiscated all) 
gold, replacing it by depreciable local | 
paper currency. Heavy penalties are 
imposed on those found trafficking in 
gold, or taking foreign exchange out 
beyond the borders.

Expect To Effect Reduction By End 
Of Crop Year 

Ottawa, Ont..-Canada will probably 
| be able to reduce its wheat carryover 
| bv the end of the present crop year, 
; July 31 next. United States will

date. This was forecast by the Domin-

World's Congress Held In Rome 


Canada's world-wide fame fcr 
efficiency and the high quality of 
her poultry has once more been fully 
demonstrated. With the return from | 
the Fifth World’s Poultry Congrers | 
which was held at Rome, Italy, F. C. 
Elford, Dominion Poultry Husband- 
men, official co-delegate with W. A.| 
Brown, Chief of the Poultry Division, | 
Dominion Live Stock Branch, some 
specially interesting information is; 
being obtained with regard to this 
historical meeting. 


Canada was the only exhibitor of | 


live birds having government official | 
records, a fact which created wide- | 
spread interest, visitors from all parts | 
of the world arriving at the Congress | 
exhibit demanding to be shown the) 
birds with the Government certifi-| 
cates. 


Canada was represented by a small 
but attractive educational exhibit and | 
by a number of registered R.O.P. and 
exhibition bred birds. When the live! 
bird exhibit was being prepared, and| 
because the birds were first promised 
by the Canadian National Poultry 
Record Association, it was considered 
better business not to sell these b'rds, 
but to donate them to persons, insti- 
tutions or governments where they 
would do the most good for Canada. 
Among the birds that were donated 
was a trio of Chanteclers to His Holi- 
ness the Pope, several trios to the 
Italian Government and a trio to the 
British Consul General in Rome. 

There were also the two official 
delegates already mentioned, and in! 
addition many Canadians attended in 
their private capacity. The education- 
al exhibit told the story of Canada's | 
national breeding policy; illustrations | 
showing poultry instruction in schools | 
and with boys’ and girls’ clubs, farm- | 
ers’ flocks, the interior of a poultry | 
laboratory, poultry culling and selec- | 
tion, R.O.P. flocks, laying contests and 
registration, marketing, standardiza- | 
tion, grading, etc. The attractiveness | 
and the completeness of the story 
made the Canadian exhibit a very. 
popular one. j 

One remarkable point about the 
Congress was that it marked the re-| 
opening of the Market of Trajanus) 
after a period of 2,000 years. During | 
all that time the market-place had) 
been lying buried among the ancient | 
ruins of Rome, and twenty centur‘es) 
ago had been the popular produce | 
market where the Roman citizens| 
purchased their eggs and poultry) 
from the farmers. These ruins have: 
been dug out and repaired and, s'g- | 
nificantly enough the reopened mar- | 
ket was first used for the educational | 
and live bird exhibits of the Fifth, 
World's Poultry Congress. It was | 
here in the Capital that the cack-. 
ling of the sacred geese prevented 
the capture of the ancient Roman 
citadel by the barbarians, so that the 
h'storic setting of the Market for the 
Congress was especially appropriate. 
However. the six floors and the nu- 
merous stairways of old stone steps _ 
were not the most convenient for an 
exhibit of this kind, nor the most ad- | 
vantageous for the attendants who 
had to climb five or six stories from_ 
one exhibit to another. | 

The Congress sessions were held 
in the building of the Agricultural 
Institute, and were attended by dele- 
gates from practically every Euro- | 
pean country and from Japan, Pales- 
tine, Australia, New Zealand, South. 
Africa, the United States and Can- 
ada. | 

These congresses are the tri-annual 
meetings of the World's Poultry Sci- | 
ence Association, and professor An- 
tonio Ghigi of Italy was selected Con- 
gress director and its next president. 

The delegates were given every op- 
portunity for sight-seeing, which in- 
cluded Rome and its environs. Naples, 
Pompeii, Vesuvius, etc. On two after- 
noons, sections of Italy were snown 
where swamps had been drained and 
the land reclaimed for agricultural

Funds Are Lacking 


Proposed Establishment Of Central 
Library Agency Off For Present 


The Carnegie Corporation of New 


| York stands ready to establish a cen- 


tral library agency for Canada, at a 
cost of more than $100,000 for the 
first five years, if guarantces are 
forthcoming that the project will re- 
celve adequate financial support from 
Canada at the end of the five-year 
riod. 

So stated John Ridington, Univer- 
sity of British Columbia librarian, 
who, returned from a conference in 
Chicago with Dr. Frederick Keppel, 
president of the Carnegie Corpora- 
tion. 

The scheme was temporarily aban- 
doned, Mr. Ridington said, when he 
could give no assurance that either 
the federal government or provincial 
governments would continue the 
grants. Discussions will be resumed 
next year after further investigation 
in Canada. 

The agency would be established in 
Ottawa and “would act as a focal 
point for all library activities in the 
Dominion. It would be a co-ordinat- 
ing and educational force and do bib- 
lographical work,” the university 
librarian said.

English Coast 

A new island appeared in the Eng- 
lish Channel between Dover and Deal, 
when thousands of tons of chalk at 
Larklands Point peeled away from 
the cliff and hurtied into the sea 
with a great roar.

High Prices Bring Jewelry To Royal 
Canadian Mint 

Jewelry is flowing into the Royal 
Canadian Mint, at Ottawa, with gold 
selling at over $33 an ounce. The high 
prices are bringing out ancient watch 
cases, the long-treasured rings, the 
heavy brooches, and the old-time 
watch chains.

A band of gauchos simply surrounded 
the herd. Then each man, armed with 
a longe-handled pica, or lance, with a 
sharp blade like a half moon ham- 
strung as many animals as possible 
before the herd broke away. This 
done, the gauchog dismounted, skin- 
ned the fallen animals, and abandon- 
ed the meat to carrion birds and wild 
dogs. | 

Hides took the place of money. 
When, by the treaty of Utrecht, Eng- 
land attained the sole right to im-.

Source Of Leather Supplies 


United Kingdom Taking The Lead-In 
| This Class Of Manufacture 


For generations, the United King-| 
dom has been an outstanding source | 


of leather supplies for manufacturers 


of leather goods abroad and especial- | 


ly those in the principal European 
centres of the trade. At the same 
time leather goods manufactured in 
the United Kingdom have enjoyed a 
world-wide reputation for quality of 
workmanship and materials, 

A number of influences in recent 
years have contributed to stimulate 
a natural development, namely, the 
increasing manufacture of a wider di- 
versity of leather goods in the United 


> Kingdom itself. In certain branches of 


leather goods manufacture, notably 
travel goods, belts, purses, 
pocket books and so on, Great Bri- 
tain has always held a predominant 
position. Prior to 1914, however, Bri- 
tish manufacturing production follow- 
ed traditional lines and restricted it- 
self to a somewhat narrow range.

The inventor pulled up a resilient | 
pants’ leg and demonstrated his 
socks. The tops, while maintaining 
an ordinary, innocent appearance, 
were flexible, and there was no need 
for garters. 

Adamson, who was born in the 
Lancashire, England, textile district 
and has been in the textile industry | 
all his Hfe, explained that there is 
no end of the possibilities of his dis- 
covery. Clothing for men, women and, 
children already is being manufactur- 
ed from “rubber” fabrics. The yarn 
or thread looks like any yarn or 
thread, as does its fabric. Yet in con- 
tains lactron, a newly-developed rub- 
ber form, and stretches surprisingly.

Explanations and Comments 


Preaching In The Synagogue And 
In The School Of Tyrannus, 19:8-10. 
-—On his third missionary journey, 
Paul came to Ephesus, where he fol- 
jlowed his customary method of 
| speaking first to the Jews, and then 
to the Greeks. For three months in 
| the synagogue he reasoned and per- 
suaded as to the things concerning 
, the Kingdom-— the subject of Jesus’ 
teaching. But instead of heeding his 
message, the Jews hardened their 
hearts, and some of them even spoke 
jevil of “the Way” (used as a syn- 
jonym for Christ-anity; recall Acts 9: 
| 2). Paul was obliged to break with 
the Jews, leaving the synagogue for 
the lecture-room of Tyrannus, where 
many of them followed him. Tyran- 
nus Was probably a Gentile who had a 
school of philosophy. Paul may have 
seemed to the Ephesians to be one of 
the wandering professors of philoso- 


phy who were so numerous in the; 


early Empire. In the lecture-room of 
Tyrannus from eleven to four, after 
Tyrannus had finisaed his lectures, 
Paul proclaimed unto his hearers 


| Jesus the Christ. 


For two years Paul continued 
| teaching in the school of Tyrannus, 
and “all that dwelt in Asia heard the 
word of the Lord, both Jews and| 
Greeks.” Within easy reach of Ephe- | 


sus were the other cities of the Ro-| 


man Province of Asia (on the western 
shore of Asia Minor). During these 
years were probably founded the 
others of the Seven Churches of Asia 
of Revelation 1:4, 11.
